For November a year ago sales 
tax produced $8,260,022, but the 
total rose to $10,952,731 this 
November. 


Retail 
sales 
generally 


throughout the state were up, 
which was helpful, but the bulk of 
the increase came from ex- 
tension of sales tax to services 
and labor charges. 


This is an old story, of course. 


It's tough raising most taxes in 
areas which are fortified by 
powerful lobbies—but there is no 
lobby to defend the common 
people against sales tax hikes 
and extensions. 


This may be O.K. today, but 


Arkansas' dangerous depen- 
dence on sales tax financing 
remains to be tested some evil 
day when sales decline. This is 
something to remember every 
time the legislature meets.

Butz roll call began, Humphrey 
said the bitter debate has fo- 
cused public attention on the 
plight of agriculture and forced 
the hand of the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


"They are going to have to 


dip into the Treasury now to 
help the American farmer," 


Humphrey said and added: 


"And let this prediction be on 


this record: 


"That after Dr. Butz is con- 


firmed, we will see from the 
Treasury of the United States, 
for the first time, money being 
released to help the farmer. 
This Senate debate has been 
worth a billion dollars in farm 
income. 


"I think it has been well 


worth the effort." 


The American farmer, espe-

Victory for Nixon on 
Campaign Financing

WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 


cutting taxes 115.8 billion over 
the next three years and post- 
poning beyond 1972 the hard- 
fought issue of tax financing for 
presidential campaigns appar- 
ently is on its way to enact- 
ment. 


A Senate-House conference 


finished fashioning the measure 
Thursday, making a deep con- 
cession to President Nixon's op- 
position—backed 
by a 
veto 


threat—to the dollar checkoff 
campaign financing feature. 


The White House strongly im- 


plied Nixon would sign the bill, 
but reserved the right to seek 
repeal or some other means to 
prevent the campaign-checkoff 
provision from going into ef- 
fect. 


The provision would allow in- 


dividuals to contribute $1 to a 
presidential campaign fund by 
checking a box on their income 
tax returns. 


The conference 
committee 


bill would give Nixon essential- 
ly what he sought in 
tax 


changes designed to stimulate 
the economy. 


But it is a blow to Democrat- 


ic hopes that the checkoff plan 
they devised could yield their 
deficit-plagued party 120.4 mil- 
lion lor the 1972 campaign. 


The conference voted to post- 


pone the checkoff until 1976. 
And even for future elections 
the actual disbursing of the 
funds would require appropria- 
tion legislation by Congress, 
which could be subject to presi- 
dential veto. 


For 
individuals, 
the 
bill 


would mean an extra $25 per- 
sonal exemption this year, an 
extra $50 next year. 


For low-income persons, the 


special 
minimum 
deduction 


would be boosted next year 
from $1,000 to $1,300. 


The excise tax on automo- 


biles and light trucks would be 
repealed, an average saving of 
$200 for car buyers and a stim- 
ulus to the big-employing au- 
tomobile industry. 


Industry generally 
would 


benefit from a revived in- 
vestment credit, permitting a 7 


per cent tax writeoff for spen- 
ding on productive equipment. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D- 


Ark., of the House Ways and 
Means Committee offered the 
compromise 
on 
campaign 


checkoff. 


Mills told newsmen afterward 


he was not convinced the House 
would pass the bill in its initial 
form and was convinced Nixon 
would veto it. 


Housewives in Chile 
Clash With Police

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - 


Antigovernment demonstrators, 
including a housewives' bri- 
gade, clashed with riot police in 
the streets of Santiago for the 
second straight night Thursday. 


Police used tear gas to dis- 


perse one group of women 
banging pots and pans about 
four blocks from the lodgings of 
visiting Cuban Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro. He wasn't there 
at the time. 


Other protestors in the city's 


well-to-do 
"upper 
district" 


burned automobile tires, lit 
bonfires and joined in horn-hon- 
king motorcades that blocked 
traffic. 


Dozens were arrested, but the 


exact number was not dis- 
closed. 


During the day police had 


skirmished 
with anti-Marxist 


youths demonstrating in de- 
fiance of a state of emergency 
decreed by Marxist President 
Salvador Allende. 


Allende defended his regime 


at a farewell rally for Castro, 
who ends his three-week state 
visit Saturday. The president 


vowed that "only riddling me 
with bullets will stop me from 
completing my program for the 
people." He referred to the 5,- 
000 women who marched down- 
town Wednesday night, touch- 
ing off the disorders, as "the 
most rancid bourgeois." 


The president 
said 
pol'^e 


were ordered to use tear gas 
against the women because 
they 
were accompanied 
by 


young men in hard hats carry- 
ing sticks and rocks. He did not 
mention the young leftists who 
stoned the women. 


Shortly after daybreak, Al- 


lende declared 
the state of 


emergency, which allows ar- 
rests without warrants and in- 
vokes news censorship. 
All 


demonstrations were banned. 


Two opposition radio stations 


were shut down on charges that 
they broadcast "tendentious 
and alarming" reports of the 
demonstrations. 


Interior Minister Jose Toha 


claimed in a broadcast that the 
violence was part of an "or- 
chestrated, seditious plan" to 
destroy the government. He did 
not say who was behind the al- 
leged plan.

Wholesale 
prices rose one- 


tenth of one per cent last 
month before the freeze ended, 
entirely due to a rise in farm 
products not subject to govern- 
ment control, the government 
said today. 


The closely watched industri- 


al commodities index actually 
decreased slightly but whole- 
sale prices of consumer fin- 
ished 
goods, 
closely com- 


parable to those that make up 
a Consumer Price Index, rose 
two-tenths of one per cent. 


The over-all rise of one-tenth 


of one per cent, which the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics said 
was unchanged when adjusted 
for seasonal variations, brings 
the whole price index to 114.5 
per cent of 1967 levels, which is 
3.2 per cent higher than No- 
vember of last year. 


This means that a cross-sec- 


tion of goods that cost $10 at 
wholesale in 1967 cost $11.45 
last month. 


The rise in wholesale prices 


follows declines of three-tenths 
of one per cent in September 
and one-tenth of one per cent in 
October, figured on an unad- 
justed basis. When corrected 
for 
seasonal 
fluctuations, 


wholesale prices declined four- 
tenths of one per cent in Sep- 
tember but rose one-tenth of 
one per cent in October. 


The industrial commodities 


index, considered a key measure 
of 
inflationary pressure, de- 


creased one-tenth of one per 
cent on an unadjusted basis, 
but showed no change when 
corrected for normal seasonal 
variations. 


On an unadjusted basis, farm 


products rose eight-tenths of 
one per cent, the bureau said. 
This group almost exactly coin- 
cides with raw 
agricultural 


products which were exempt 
from price controls during the 
freeze. 


The bureau said practically 


all of the over-all increase in 
wholesale prices was due to in- 
creases for raw agricultural 
commodities. 


It also said that prices used 


to 
calculate 
the 
November 


Wholesale Price Index were 
gathered entirely before the 
freeze ended at 12:01 a.m., 
Nov. 14, and so do not show the 
effect of what administration 
officials say may turn out to be 
a bulge of price increases fol- 
lowing the loosening of con- 
trols.

Measles Vaccinations 


On Thursday, December 7, 


Hempstead County will conduct 
special measles immunhfition 
clinics at all elementary schools 
within the county. The vaccine 
for both kinds of measles will be 
given free of charge at these 
clinics. Both types of measles 
vaccine have proven to be safe 
and effective, causing little if 
any discomfort in moat children. 


Rubella, or 3-day measles, is 


usually a mild illness in children, 
but if an expectant mother gets 
the disease, it can cause a baby 
to be born blind, deaf, crippled or 
with other severe birth defects. 


Regular measles, of course, 


can cause Pneumonia, brain 
damage, eye and ear infections, 
or death. 


The vaccine will be given by 


jet injector equipment, which 
does not involve the use of a 
needle. The clinics will be con- 
ducted by the State Board of 
Health, County Health Depart- 
ment, Local Schools, and other 
volunteer workers. All children 
between the ages of one year and 
the llth birthday will be eligible 
to receive either of the two shots. 
Children who have had shots for 
both kinds of measles do not ha ve 
to attend these clinics. Parents 


or guardians of children not in 
school are urged to bring their 
children to the clinic that is tb* 
most convenient.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


unemployment 
rate 
jumped 


back up to 6 per cent In No- 
vember even as the number of 
workers rose to a record high of 
80 million, the government said 
today. 


While total employment rose, 


many young adults lost their 
jobs, helping push up the num- 
ber of job seekers to 4.8 mil- 
lion. 


This to an increase of 210,000, 


seasonally adjusted, the Labor 
Department's Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said. 


There were unemployment in- 


creases in virtually every cate- 
gory except 
tor 
nonwhites, 


which declined markedly to 9.3 
per cent from October's eight- 
year high of 10.7 per cent. 


The rate for teen-agers was 


unchanged at 17.0 per cent, the 
rate for adult men rose from 
4.3 per cent to 4.4 per cent, for 
adult women from 5.5 per cent 
to 5.8 per cent, for married 
men from 3.0 per cent to 3.4 
per cent and for full-time work- 
ers from 5.4 per cent to 5.8 per 
cent, the bureau said. 


The rate for Vietnam veter- 


ans, which had dropped sub- 
stantially in October to 7.0 per 
cent returned to its old level of 
8.2 per cent. 


The over-all 
unemployment 


rate has hovered around 6 per 
cent for a year. Last month it 
dropped 5.8 per cent. 


The bureau also reported that 


average hourly earnings for 
rank and file workers declined 
two pennies last month to $3.47. 
This is still an increase of 18 
.cent* or 5.5 per cent over a 
year ago. 


Average weekly earnings last 


month were down 74 cents to 
$128.74, which is $7.67 or 8.3 per 
cent above a year ago. Latest 
inflation 
figures 
show 
that 


prices have risen 3.8 per cent 
in the 12 months ending last 
October. 


The bureau stressed that 


while the ratio of job seekers to 
job 
holders 
has 
remained 


roughly constant for a year, the 
total number of job holders has 
risen substantially since this 
summer. 


It said the November in- 


crease in unemployment oc- 
curred almost entirely among 
full-time 
workers, 
mainly 


young adults who lost their 
jobs, rather than those seeking 
jobs for the first time or re-en- 
tering the labor force. 


White workers accounted for 


all the November increases in 
unemployment, 
the 
bureau 


said. Their unemployment rate 
rose from 5.3 per cent to 5.7 
per cent while the rate for 
blacks dropped to 9.3 per cent, 
the bureau said.

Stennis said he is concerned 


with "geometric" increases in 
the cost of weapons, and, in ef- 
fect, whether the nation will be 
able to get the best bang for 
the buck.

sharply reversed,

significant increases in the De- 
fense budget may not insure 
the force levels required for 
our national security," Stennis 
said.

"If the weapons we develop 


are so costly that we cannot af- 
ford enough of them, and if 
they are so technically complex

Arrange 
the wreath on the d i n n e r 
table with a few pieces of 
greenery and other holiday 
baubles. To k e e p nibblers 
away from the wreath for 
a short time make extra 
iron-rich molasses cookies 
and p l a c e them near the 
wreath for eating first.

light and fluffy. Gradually 
beat in sugar and molasses. 
Stir in water and remaining 
ingredients until well-blend- 
ed. Knead a few times on a 
floured board just until a 
smooth ball is formed. Chill 
dough for 2 hours. Roll out 
half the dough on a floured 
board, using a floured rolling 
pin, to Vs-inch thickness. Cut 
out a cardboard holly leaf 2 
inches wide and 4 inches 
long.

A chapped lip, a fever 
blister (cold sore, or herpes 
simplex! or a fat lip after a 
football game isn't likely to 
cause anyone any trouble 
except for the guy with the 
lip. 


Your 
friend 
is correct, 


however, if the sore on the 
lip is the early sore that 
sometimes occurs from an 
infection with syphilis. Kiss- 
ing anyone who has the con- 
tagious stage of syphilis can 
result in infection 
whether 


or not there is a sore on the 
lip. All the germ needs for 
transmission is wet or fluid 
environment and the moist- 
ure in the mouth from saliva 
is such a vehicle 


Although 
k i s s i n g 
can 


transmit disease, more of- 
ten the disease is transmit- 
ted by what conies after the 
kiss.

Most t r a i n i n g authorities, 
h o w e v e r , recommend the 
completion of a three- or 
four-year formal apprentice- 
ship program, including both 
on-thc-job training and re- 
lated classroom instruction, 
in order to learn all phases 
of auto repair. Courses on 
the subject offered by many 
high s c h o o l s , vocational 
schools and private trade 
schools can also be valuable, 
because mechanics must be 
able to use everything from 
simple hand tools to compli- 
cated and e x p e n s i v e ma- 
chines such as wheel align- 
ers and headlight aimers. 


Even the most e x p c r i- 


enced mechanics must ex- 
pect to continue their train- 
ing, as their employers often 
send them to automobile fac- 
tory training centers for in- 
struction in new techniques 
or specialized areas of auto 
repair.

pep-pill production next year,

and died a short time later. 


Carleton 
said

showed two abnormal hemo- 
globins, S and C, in Stewart's 
blood. He said this disease was 
not sickle cell but was "a first 
cousin to it." 


Carleton said such a condition 


was "known to cause sudden 
and precipitous death." 


Carleton also said the autop- 


sy showed that Stewart had two 
slight bruises on his chest and 
a slight cut on the inside of his 
upper lip. Carleton said there 
was no evidence of drugs in the 
youth's body.

shoot near Stewart's feet to 
scare the youth. 


I/ewis said he received a call 


from the front gate when Stew- 
art arrived and tlwt the caller 
"told me to make some noise 
and scare him a bit." 


Stewart was run from the 


game to the tower, Lewis said. 
He said he fired a shot at Stew- 
art's feet. 


The witness said he did not 


know the name of the person 
who called him with the order. 
"I didn't question it," Lewis 
said. "I just do it and I ain't 
the first one, either." 


He said he knew that every 


"one-day wonder" is shot at in 
the manner Stewart was "to 
scare them." 


I^wis said that when he first 


became a tower guard that Bill 
Carter, his supervisor, told him 
to shoot at the feet whenever a 
"one - day wonder" came 
through. 


A one-day wonder is prison 


parlance for a youthful first-of- 
fender who is sent to the prison 
for a one-day term. 


Lewis also testified that he 


was ordered Wednesday night 
not to let Elton E. Ballentine, 
27, special services coordinator 
at Cummins until his recent res- 
ignation, past the tower. 


"I'm not going back there af- 


ter the way they treated Ball- 
entine last night," Lewis said. 


Lewis' testimony came before 


U.S. District Court Judge J. 
Smith Henley in a hearing on 
what progress has been made 
in the prisons to bring them up 
to constitutional standards. 


Two more Cummins officials 


testified Thursday 
concerning 


the case of Stewart. 


Reggie Fletcher, a civilian 


guard, said he picked Stewart 
up at the main gate Monday 
morning and that he 
made 


Stewart job down to the road 
for about 100 yards toward the 
tower guard. He said the guard 
fired a shot. Fletcher said he 
then got out of his car and told 
the guard to "knock it off." 
Fletcher also said that all one- 
day wonders were made to jog 
from the main gate to the tow- 
er. 


Michael Hawk, who is in 


charge of field operations and 


generally oversees the one-day 
inmates who are sent to the 
prison, said Stewart had been 
assigned to a protective custody 
squad and that they walked 
about a quarter of a mile to 
where they were to clean weeds 
away from a fence line". 


Hawk said he observed Stew- 


art throughout the day but had 
no reason to suspect that Stew- 
art might be sick.

order to safeguard passengers. 


The plane was en route from 


London to Pakistan. 


The airline's London office 


said the hijackers first ordered 
the jet to Beirut, Lebanon. 


Orly police said 28 persons 


were aboard, but the airline in 
London reported 16 passengers 
and C crewmen.

Desh, Pakistani guerrilla move- 
ment.
